The  Gladiolus  of  today  enjoy  a  much  deserved  popularity,  with  their  won¬ 
derful  beauty  and  ease  of  cultivation.  Plant  the  bulbs  in  the  spring  after  all 
danger  of  severe  frost  has  passed.  Plant  them  from  four  to  six  inches  deep — 
the  lighter  soil  requires  the  greater  depth.  It  is  better  to  prepare  the  ground 
in  the  fall  with  a  good  application  of  manure.  If  you  fertilize  at  planting 
time,  use  only  well-rotted  manure,  a  commercial  fertilizer  high  in  potash,  or 
bone  meal.  A  light  aplication  near  the  rows  after  they  are  up  about  six 
inches,  of  bone  meal  or  sheep  manure  is  beneficial.  (Never  permit  fertilizer  to 
come  in  contact  with  bulbs).  At  all  times  keep  free  from  weeds  and  the  soil 
loose  by  thorough  cultivation.  Water  only  when  needed,  then  thorough. 

Cut  the  blooms  if  you  wish  when  the  first  bud  opens,  leaving  not  less  than 
four  leaves  to  help  mature  the  bulb. 

Dig  when  foliage  turns  brown,  or  when  they  are  killed  by  frosts.  Cut 
foliage  off  close  to  bulb ;  permit  them  to  dry  thoroughly  by  keeping  them 
spread  out,  with  an  occasional  shaking.  Keep  from  frosts  at  all  times. 

The  curing  should  require  from  three  to  five  weeks,  at  which  time  the  old 
bulb  and  roots  may  be  easily  removed.  The  new  bulbs  should  then  be  put  in 
shallow  trays  and  stored  for  the  winter  in  a  cool,  dry,  frost-proof  place.
